A note to students in Agriculture 



At a recent meeting of 
class officers a proposal was 
discussed concerning the

It was felt that the public- 
ation and financing of this 
booklet could well be the 
responsibility of such a so- 
ciety. 

2. In deciding in his Jun- 
ior year as to which option 
to pursue, the Agricultural 
Student must often reach 
a decision with very little 
knowledge of what is entaiU 
ed in each course of study 
It was felt that a Student 
Agrologist Society might 
help improve this situation 
by hoWing dinner meetings 
r'. which various option 



chairmen or professors 
could be invited to sp3ak 
and explain some of the op- 
portunities in each field of 
study. Such meetings might 
be extended to invite outside 
speakers on topics such as 
the relationships between 
industry arid the ' various 
fields of study in Agricult- 
ure, and the inter-relation- 
ships between the many 
fields of study in a'^'ricult- 
ure, and on recent develop- 
ments in Agricultural Scien- 
ce. 

3. The Society could 
maintain a contact with 
industries interested in gra- 
d u a t e s in Agricultural 
Science. 

4. The Society could ba 
responsible for the financ- 
ing, and selection of repres- 
entatives to be sent to the 
Annual Interprovincial 
Agricultural C o n f e r ence 
which alternates between 
the Universities of British 
Columbia, Alberta, and Ida- 
ho.

Mr. Glen Brown, Li- 
beral Member for Brome 
County rocked the edu- 
cators of Macdonald Col- 
lege in his address Tues- 
day night when he 
minimized the need for 
higher education if an 
individual is a good 
athlete. In his address to 
the huge Awards Night 
gathering at Stewart 
Dining Hall» he cited his 
own success story as an 
example. He was never 
a good student he said, 
and, lured by football 
lucre, he left North Caro- 
lina State College before 
graduation to play for 
Montreal of the Big Four 
where he played and 
coached for ten years. He 
held several labour iobs 
during this time then 
went into teaching. 

During the last fifteen 
years he has taken an 
active part in many com- 
m u n i t y organizations 
both of Church and 
State. Then he was elect-, 
ed Federal member for 
his native Brome County. 

Mr. Brown went on to 
compliment the Athletic 
Association on the wide 
diversification of awavd 
winners, noting that very 
often sports in an organ- 
ization or institution is 
dominated by a few 
athletes. 

Citing Canada's poor 
showing in international 
competition ^s compared 
to smaller nations such as 
the Netherlands. Nor-

In a few weeks an active 
phase of Winter training 
will have ended for the sixty 
officers and officer cadets 
tiaining with the McGill 
Ilniversitv Contingent 
C.O.T.C. the Macdonald Col- 
lege Contingent makes up an 
active portion of this parent 
u nit. 

I nder the command of Lt. 
.L Roht, Macdonald' s 
C.O.T.C. personnel have been 
in evidence at many of this 
year's college functions, in- 
cluding the Remembrance 
and Memorial Day assem- 
blies, the P'ounder's Da.\' 
Dinner, and the Macdonald 
College Royal. Lt. Roht is a 
senior agriculture student in 
the Agricultuial Economics 
option. He served with the 
Macdonald High School Ca- 
det Corps from 1954 to 1956. 
He joined the C.O.T.C. as an 
office!' cadet in 1958 and 
served thiough to 19G0, re- 
ceiving a Queen's Commis- 
sion as a second lieutenant 
in the Royal Canadian Ar- 
moured Corps. Last year, he 
was promoted to the rank of 
lieutenant and became con- 
tingent officii*. 

Other college students en- 
listed in Macdonald's contri- 
bution to the Canadian Offi- 
cers' Training Corps are :

Also included is ti)e only 
undergraduate woman stu- 
dent training with the Mc- 
C.ill C.O.T.C, 0/cdt Susan 
P»aiclay. Miss Barclay, a 3rd 
year' student in the B.Sc. 
(Agr.) course, is atts^iched to 
the R.C.A.M.C. (Royal Can- 
adiar) Army Medical Corps,) 

The McGill Ilniversitv 
Contingent, C.O.T.C, came 
into being in November. 
1912. General order No. 211, 
dated Ottawa, November 
18th, 1912, stated: 

*'The formation of a con- 
tingent consisting of two 
companies of the Canadian 
Officers Training Corps to 
be named the **]\fcGill Uni- 
versity Contingent, Cana- 
dian Officers' Training 
Corps" is authorized at Mc*^ 
Gill llniversifv Novpm- 
ber, 1912." 

This was Uie iii^^i mui of 
its kind in Noi th America. 
Jt was commanded by Prof. 
Smart (Major R.H.R.) with 



Prof. McKergow as Adju- 
tant. A provisional battalion 
was oiganized under Lt.Col. 
Robert Starke in December, 
191 L This battalion send 
five companies to leinforce 
the P.P.C.L.I. (Princess 
Pat's) overseas between Mav 
1915 and the Spring of 1916. 

On December 10th, 1917, 
the McGill C.O.T.C. formed 
the. 148th Battalion C.E.F. 
which saw action at Arras,. 
Hill 70, Ypres (1917), 
AmFens, the Hindenburg 
Line and in the pursuit to 
Mons. 

T\v<) Canadian Seige Bat- 
teiies from McGill (the 7th 
and \0t\\) weie in action bv 
the Fall of 1917. Besides 
these. Dr. Birkett of McGill, 
later Brigadier Birkett, or- 
ganized and commanded No. 
3 (^anadian General Hospi- 
tal. This unit was composed 
largely of the medical staff 
at McGill, nurses from the 
Royal Victoria Hospital, and 
students from the faculty of 
medicine. 

McGill contributed 215 of- 
ficfers and 186 men to the 
Canadian Universities Tank 
Battalion organized in the 
last year of the Great War. 
One of the officers was Lt. 
L.H. Lods, later Associate 
Professoi- of Agronomy and 
producer of Montcalni bar- 
ley. 

Besides Lt. Lods. a ^ood 
deal of the officej s from Mc- 
Gill were meml>ers of the 
Macdonald College Contin- 
gent, which was not official- 
ly linked to McGill until 
March 1916. The list of offi- 
cers included: Major Har- 
risons-Dean of Agriculture; 
Lt. Sinclaii- Laird — later di- 
rector of the School for 
Teachers; Lt. G.S.H. Bar- 
ton — later Dean of the Fa- 
culty of Agi iculture and De- 
puty Minister of the Canada 
Depaitment of Agriculture; 
and Lt. A.R. Ness— later 
Professor and Chairman of 
the Depaitment of Animal 
Husbandry. 

3,059 men joined the ranks 
of the C.O.T.C. in the fiist 
Woild War. 368 were killed 
in action or died on active 
service. 791 were decorated, 
including the following 
awards: 2 Victoria Crosses, 
250 Military Crosses, many 
with one and some with two 
bars, 88 Distinguished Serv- 
ice Orders, 35 Militarv Me- 
dals, and many others. 



Activities in the Second 
World War differed in that 
units did not cai ry the Uni- 
versity designation in their 
title, although many units, 
particularly medical were 
staffed largely by McGill 
personnel. 

In all, 7,000 men trained 
with the C.O.T.C both at 
Macdonald College and Mc- 
Gill, of which 5,568 enlisted 
for active service. 898 of 
these were killed or died on 
active service. 627 were de- 
corated. 

Former McGill students 
serving with the regular ar- 
my saw action in Korea be- 
tween 1950 and 1952. Other 
former students are serving 
in Kgypt and Geimany with 
their respective CuiariiaTi 
units. 

Applications lor cui mis- 
sion to the C.O.T.C. are li- 
mited to Canadian students 
studying in Canadian uni- 
versities. • Prospective offi- 
cer cadets are carefully 
screened and given several 
series of aptitude testa 
(mechanical and otherwise), 
ajid interviews. Those select- 
ed go on to Winter tiaining 
in the 1st theoretical phase. 
Drill, Military Law, General 
Army Organization and Ail- 
ministration, and other sub- 
jects are taught by contin- 
gent officers and senipr offi- 
cer cadets. 1st phase cadet:^ 
travel to .their prospective 
corps schools in May for a 
minimum of twelve weeks 
basic training. They receive 
regular rates of pay and are 
granted officers* privileges. 

The terhiination of 1st 
phase basic training sees the 
officer cadets graduate to 
2nd phase. During the Win- 
ter months, they receive 
training in tactics, staff dtf-* 
dies, military writing, etc. 
In tlieir second phase prac- 
tical (Summer) training, 
they receive corps and na- 
tional survival training. Ora- 
duatiop from second phase 
is accompanied by the 
awarding of a Queen's Com- 
mission. 

The officer cadet has be- 
come a second lieutenant. 
Further training is supple- 
mentary and preparatory to 
further' promotion. Much or 
this is done with ^'^^^^^'^ 
army units in Canada and 
Germany. 

The Canadian Officers 
training Corps serves to 
train officers for the mili- 
tia and regular army. In the 
process of obtaining his ^ 
gree, the officer cadet rf- 
ceives pay duiing his aca- 
demic term and Summer, 
has full Summer eniplo.V: 
ment with academic credit*^ 
where applicable, opportuni- 
ties to travel and make new 
friends, leadership traimr|J?, 
technical knowledge and m 
Queen's Co mmission.
